—Sergei Mironovitch Kirov was 
born in 1886 in the little town of 
Urzhum, former Viatka province. 
He lost his parents in early child- 
hood. His grandmother took guard- 
ianship over him and his two little 
sisters, But the grandmother was 
unable to feed the grandchil- 
dren. At seven, the grandson was | 
given to a children’s home. Com- 
rade Kirov spent a year there. 


In the children’s home he already | 
showed surprising abilities and a 
keen mind. He successfully finished 
elementary school, and then the 
town high school. On completion he 
was able to enter Kazan technical 
school. 


The first stage of Kirov’s inde- 
pendent life begins here, and it is 
here the thread unravelled which 
later firmly bound Kirov’s whole life 
with the revolutionary struggle. 

The town of Urzhum was one of 
the numerous points in Viatka 
Province where the Czarist govern- 
ment exiled revolutionaries. These 
were the first real teachers of Com- 
rade Kirov. 

Formed Views Early 

In early youth he was already per- 
sonally acquainted with many of 
them. Coming for summer holidays 
from Kazan, Sergei Mironovich 
gradually extended his contacts 
with political exiles, getting illegal 
literature from them, and had 
lengthy talks. This was the politi- 
cal school preparing Kirov the stu-

tionaries. Comrade Kirov’ was then | 
barely 18. But his revolutionary | 


Social-Democratic views were al- 


ready definitely formed. 

In the autumn of 1904 Kirov went 
to Tomsk. There he was very soon | 
in the center of party work. He 
participated intensely in the organ- 


lization of the January armed insur’ 


‘rection of 1905 answering “Bloody | 
Sunday” in Petersburg, The czarist 
police pursued him on Feb. 2, 1905, 
and he was arrested at an illegal 
party meeting and was held for sev- 
eral months in prison without trial. 

This time Kirov already belonged 
to a small group of Bolsheviks in 
Tomsk. Tirelessly he worked for the 
party from day to day. He distrib- 
uted illegal literature, worked as an 
agitator in small circles. He spoke 
among the workers. Revolutionary 
circles in Tomsk knew Kirov well, 
and he soon became a member of 
the Tomsg Committee of the Rus- 
sian Social- Democratic Labor 
Party. 

Given Responsible Work 
The Party Committee entrusted 


him with very responsible work—to | 
manage the illegal party printshop. | 
Throughout the year of 1905, Ki- 


rov spent working in Tomsk and at 
the Taiga station. There he organ-

Workers Express Anger 
and Grief in Many 
Resolutions 


A capitalist press dispatch from 
Moscow reports that the assassin 
of Sergei Mironovitch Kirov was 
a certain Leonid Vassilievich Niko 
layev.

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (By Wireless), 
—The millions of toilers of the 
Soviet Union received the news that 
one of the greatest leaders of the 
proletariat, Sergei Mironovitch 
Kirov, had been assassinated by the 
bullet of a class-enemy with un- 
bounded anger and indignation: — 

The hired murderer kilied him at 
his post in the former Smolny In- 
stitute, where the staff of the great 
proletarian revolution was situated 
in the stormy days of October, 1917, 
The corridor where crowds of revo- 
lutionary proletarians bustled along, 
htl is the nerve center of the 
entire administration and economy 
of the city of Leningrad, is now 
Stained with the blood of a man 
beloved by the Party and the work- 
ers, 

One: of the oldest Bolsheviks of 
the Communist Party in revolution- 
ary experience, and only 48 years 
old at the time of his death. Kirov 
was a member of the Party since 
1904, at which time he was a revo- 
lutionary organizer in Tomsk, Sibe- 
ria. Arrested during the revolution 
of 1905, he was imprisoned for five 
years. 

A Leader in the October Revolution 

He took a leading part in the 
October Revolution and served in 
the Red Army all through the civil 
war. Afterward he was secretary 
of the Communist Party of Trans- 
caucasia and from 1926 on had been 
Secretary of the Leningrad regional 
Party committee. He was a mem- 
ber of the Political Bureau of the 
Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party of the Soviet Union. In 
the Soviet Government he served 


as a member of the presidium of. 


the Central Executive Committee. 
“His fearless, tireless struggle for 
the proletarian revolution and for 
the construction of socialism in the 
U.S. S. R. will inspire millions of pro- 
letarians and all toilers to further 
Struggle for the triumph of socia)- 
ism, for the final extermination of 
all enemies of the working class“ 
These were the last words of the 
report in which the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union announced the 
news of Kirov’s death to the toilers 
of the world.

Tighe’s Gag Rule 
The Tighe machine is prepared, 
however, for the next convention 
and will do everything possible to 
enforce the gag rule and bar rank 


whether delegates from new lodges 
or those not paid up in their per 
capita tax to the international 
lodge, will be seated at the coming 
convention, to be held in Cantcn, 
Ohio, April 16, 1935. 

“We have a certain mode of pro- 
cedure,” stated the A. A. head, 
“which provides that delegates can 
not be seated from lodges which 
are not paid up by Dec. 31st. The 
last time this was not enforced, and 
I don't know whether that was a 
wise move. This time, however, the 
international executive board will 
determine whether it shall be en- 
forced, and we will see that it is.” 

In the last two conventions, 
thousands of members were depriv- 
ed of a vote because all interna- 
tional dues were not fully paid up 
by their lodges, and would be aimed 
at throttling all rank and file sen- 
timent in the convention. 

In the alst two conventions, 
Tighe thinks the rank and file “got 
out of line,” by talking strike. 

Tighe “Explains” 

At this point he entered into a 
long explanation of the reason. why 
rank and file délegates at the time 
talked strike: these workers had 
been working for so many years in 
non-union shops that their first 
reaction on entering the union was 
to become belligerent toward the 
employers (horrors!); many of 
them felt “they had been imposed 
on by the employers (in their 
minds)”; it was a sort of freedom 
of the spirit asserting itself, etc. 

“But don’t you suppose their low 
wages, the sped-up, poor working 
conditions were responsible for their 
determination to force concessions?” 
Tighe admitted, reluctantly enough, 
that these things “probably had 


something to do with their attitude.” 


President Tighe declared: 

“The workers’ Interests are not 
opposed to those of the employ- 
ers’, if the employers will only see 
that. If they (the employers) 
would only take it into their heads 
te sit down around a conference 


discovered, after they began to use 
them, that mediation boards are 

in the interests of employers... . 
But as yet the steel companies 
have refused to see this, They all 
seem to be connected by a hidden 
force which opposes the Board 
and its decisions, they all take the 
same attitude—” 

“Do you, at any time, favor 
strikes?” 

“No,” answered Tighe, “I am 
opposed to strikes on general 
principles.” 

Then, probably realizing that this 
blanket statement sounded pretty 
raw, even coming from an A. A. 
leader, who lets Bill Green do the 
“negotiating” for his union, he at- 
tempted a weak qualification. He 
excepted those cases in which “the 
employer takes a despotic attitude!” 

“Too Much Zeal” 


He remarked that many of the 
A. A. organizers displayed “too much 
zeal” in telling the workers that the 
President, in Section 7-A, had is- 
sued a “challenge” to the workers 
to organize into outside unions. “He 
didn’t issue any such challenge.” 
(At the Aliquippa hearings the J. & 
L. attorney objected strenuously to 
this “challenge” language used in 
an A. A. leafiet.).

U.S. Navy Building Will 
Be Speeded This Month, 
Capital Reports Show 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.— After 
the formal renunciation of the 
naval limitation treaties some time 
between Dec. 10 and Dec. 20, all 
branches of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration will be stepped up to war- 
time activity in order to keep Amer~- 
ican imperialism’s lead in naval and 
arms construction, it was learned 
here today. 

Two weeks after the treaties are 
abandoned Congress will meet. One 
of the first moves by the Navy De- 
partment will be a demand for im- 
mediate appropriations with which 
to start construction of seventy- 
eight war ships. These ships com- 
prise one aircraft carrier, two light 
cruisers, 51 destroyers and 24 sub- 
marines.

The main issue is how it was 
submitted to the workers, The em- 
ployes did not get to know any- 
thing about it until Nov. 16, at 
which time they were presented 
with pamphlets which described 
this plan. An official called the 
employes to a sort of shop meeting 
and told them that they will have 
to sign, how it was not compulsory 


The first check-off was 
made on Nov. 1, but the company 
will pay for September, October, 
November and will in the future 
match each employe’s contribution 
for the general fund. 

The employes were very disgusted 
and about 90 per cent were against 
the plan.

Reeruit 1,391 Members in One Week As Sections 
Improve Recruiting Tempo 


By MAX BEDACHT 


The International Workers Order 
achieved 1,017 new members last 
week; in addition it took in 374 
children. With this grand total of 
1,391 applications in this one week 
the section and district organiza- 
tions of the Order have shown that 
they begin to take the drive seri- 
ously. They have shown that real 
efforts always bear fruit. 

The first weeks of the campaign 
only doubled the regular routine 
recruiting of the Order. This was 
most unsatisfactory. It left the de- 
sired recruiting quota far behind. It 
also indicated weak mobilization. 
Efforts to arouse the responsible 
leading comrades in the sections to 
more intense efforts were often 
answered with alibi explanations. | 
The comrades in practice usually 
evaded discussion of ways and 
means to make the drive more suc- 
cessful; they rather produced argu- 
ments why the drive could not be 
more successful. 

The results of last week showed 
that at least real work is being done. 
It showed that the leaders in the 
sections and districts have orien- 
tated toward serious efforts. The re- 
sult of these first serious efforts will 
undoubtedly prove to them the 
possibilities of the campaign. Their 
self-confidence will rise and will be 
an inspiration for greater efforts. 

That is why we are sure that we 
will continue in this path. 1,017 new 
members is only the start. 1,500 a 
week is the next goal. The final 
week of the drive must establish a 
record of over 3,000. The record 


bers within one week up to date are 
2,316 adult and 390 children. This 
figure was achieved in the last week 
of last year’s drive. This figure 
should be and will be doubled in the 
last week of this year’s drive. 

The detailed results of the drive 
last week show an all-around im- 
provement. The Jewish Section 
reached 328 and keeps first place. 
The English Section follows with 
111. Third place is taken by the 
Ukrainians with 100 new members, 
The Italians achieved 97 and the 
Hungarians 79. Then follow the 
Slovaks and the Poles with 73 each. 
The Youth is next with 64 new 
members. The rear is brought up by 
the Trade Union Option with 36, 
and the Roumanians with 30 new 
members. 

To this date the campaign has 
achieved 38.6 per cent of its total 
quota. The various sections have re- 
cruited from July 1 up to November 
26 the following percentages of their 
quota:

Building I. W. O. Strengthens 
Working Class 

The building of our Order is a 
necessary effort to solve the work - 
ers“ problems. Membership of 
masses of workers in the bourgeois 
fraternal movement is a source of 
weakness of the American working 
Class. It is high time that the mil- 
itant workers recognize this and 
help in the building of a militant 
workers fraternal organization. The 
bourgeoisie has long recognized it. 

A recent article by John Sullivan, 
legislative correspondent of the 
Modern Woodmen of America, calls 
the fraternal movement “a bulwork 
against chaos.” In the article he de- 
clares that “politicians may falter. 
Business may go bankrupt. Euro- 
pean governments may change and 
change again. But within the thou- 
sands upon thousands of lodge 
rooms of the nation exists 
the confidence born of mutual trust, 
confidence and a spirit of brother- 


hood.” He points out how the ritual- 


ism of the bourgeois fraternal 
movement contributes to the main- 
tenance of religion as a source of 
submission even to the most miser- 
able conditions of starvation. Of 
course, he doesn’t put it into such 
blunt words. But he comes to the 
conclusion that if among other 


things the bourgeois fraternal | has 


movement would disappear, there 
would be no force left to keep the 
masses from efforts to solve their 
own problems. He calls it “keep- 
ing the masses back from chaos.” 
Although Mr. Sullivan overesti- 
mates the continuous ability of the 
bourgeoisie to use the fraternal 


movement for keeping the workers 


back from fighting against condi- 
tions of starvation, yet he is fully 
justified in pointing to the achieve- 
ments of the bourgeois fraternal 
movement in this direction. He is 
fully justified in pointing out that 
20 to 25 million people in the fra- 
ternal movement under the leader- 
ship of capitalist politicians is a 
factor strengthening the existing 


system.

R Prisoners Treated With a Cruelty 
Reminiscent of Czarist Russia 


NEW YORK, MONDAY, DECEMBER 3, 1934 
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were billeted with other troops in 


the town. Shortly afterward we 


departed for Oviedo and here we 
are for the present. 
Shooting Class Brothers 

I, as well as the group with me, 
have not taken part in the struggle, 
for the battalion preceding us took 
Oviedo by assault, bombarding and 
shooting down our class brothers, 
the workers. 

As you know, the army is com- 
posed of rich and poor. Well, it did 
not surprise me that the rich de- 
fended their privileged position as 
well as their government, which de- 
fends their interests and permits 
them to live in ease at the cost of 


intense hunger and exploitation for 


the working class. ... 

I often think of a field ad join- 
ing our camp—they told me this— 
where about 100 workers who had 
been killed are buried. They had 


struggled for a better life, and for 
the same soldiers who shot them 
down! Morevover, the soldiers re- 
moved the clothes and shoes of the 
corpses and waving them in their 
hands, they mocked at the clothing 
and belongings! That was horrible! 

The present struggle is so bloody 
that I believe never has any con- 
flict been carried on so cruelly in 
Spain as this one between the work- 


instead of throwing the masses into 


the action without first organizing 
them, would have prepared the 
masses, with the fighting spirit that 
they had, victory would have been 
achieved. Where the Socialist lead~/ 
ers and no less the anarcho-syndi- 
calists, held the hegemony over the 
proletariat, the struggle lasted only 
four or five days; on the other 
hand, in the sectors where the Com- 
munists held control, the struggle 
still continues, notwithstanding the 
government agents who proclaim 
that the fight is over. 

As you probably already have 
been informed, the revolutionaries 
confiscated all the war material in 
the arms and munitions factories 
in Trubia and Oviedo; as a conse- 
quence they had plenty of modern 
weapons. Also they had all kinds

heroically against all the forces of 
the state, and caused many losses 
in the army, especially among the

Several soldiers and officers of 
Regiment No. 3, stationed in Oviedo, 
have been arrested, including a car- 
bineer, All these were accused of 
inciting an insurrection. n Gijon, 
a soldier in the same regiment told 
me, one soldier and a sergeant were 
sentenced to be shot, and perhaps 
by now they have been executed. 

Cruelty of Czarist Russia 

Also, in Gijon there is—or was 

the cannoneer, “Churruca.” They 


say that he left one night with 300 
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imprisoned workers and a little 
later he returned alone. What hap- 
pened to them I do not know. I 
was told that this happened at 
different times. 

The model“ jail in Oviedo, other 
soldiers told me, is full of revolu- 
tionary prisoners who are cruelly 
treated with a finesse reminiscent of 
Czarist Russia. It is said that the 
prisoners are first ordered down into 
the court-yard and that presently, 
when ascending to their cells, the 
Civil Guard butchers wait on the 
stairways to strike the prisoners 
with clubs and rifle butts until they 
are unconscious. 

All this happens as a result cf the 
exploiters’ desire to keep workers 
under the dictum of the Lord: “You 
shall earn your bread by the sweat 
of your brow.”

2 Andre Gide, noted French 
writer visited the Congo several 
years ago he found famine, hunger, 
disease, sickness, death as the re- 


sult of cruel economic exploitation 
of native blacks by foreign imperi- 
alists. As the result of his expose 
in “Voyage au Congo” he lost many 
friends and made many enemies. 
But when Ben Burbridge returned 
from his two year expedition to the 
same region, he reported not hunger 
and disease, but man-eating lions, 
man-like gorrillas, man-eating and 
elephant-eating cannibals, strange 
native dances and customs, and his 
own special prowess as a bare- 
handed ape wrestler. 


As the result of these not-un- 
worthy achievements he won the 
lasting friendship of British and 


American rubber manufacturers for 
0 up new avenues of exploi- 
tation; the undying enmity of the 
gorrillas for disturbing their age- 
long peace; and plaudits and medals 
from several scientific institutes in 
Europe and America for his courage 
and audacity as an explorer. 


One subtitle in the film reveals 
perhaps better than the film itself, 
the nature of Burbridge’s expedition. 
“To avoid mutiny among the blacks, 
the 125 Safaris who carried provi- 
sions for two years were recruited 
from many different tribes speaking 
as many different dialects.” So ex- 
ploration under capitalism is only 
the front view of the coin; flip it 
around and you have the back view, 
which is exploitation. 


HERE is good photography but 

nothing else much in this brief 
effort of Walter Ruttman, which 
sets out to prove that the rhythm 
of life, the melody of the world, is 
classless, affecting rich and poor 
alike. Whether India, China, Amer- 
ica, Europe, the melody of song, 
dance, sport, battle, work, sleep, is 
strong enough to break down any 
possible barrier of race or class, runs 
his baseless argument. 


What he really succeeds in pre- 
senting is a vague jumble of events 
and places, whose content might 
easily be adapted by Fascism to 
prove its position as protectress“ 
of the melody of the world. Signi- 
ficantly enough Soviet Russia is the 
only nation not represented in the 
potpourri.

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HOW TO MAKE A REVOLUTION. 
by Raymond Postgate. Vanguard 
Press. $1.90.

UGHOUT the history of the 
revolutionary movement, there 
have been reunegades who because 
of one pretense or another have 
sold out to the enemies of the work- 
subsequent actions. They degenerate 
subsequent. actions. The degenerate 
in every possible way, both as men 
and.as thinkers. Examples can be 
cited from every period and from 
every country of these deserters 
from the camp of the revolution, 
who began with false criticism and 
then progressively deteriorated to 
the most vicious maligning and cor- 
rupt maneuvers against the prin- 
ciples and the movement which for- 
oad they had upheld and fought 
for. 

None of the renegades can escape 
the consequences of this iron law. 
The logic of events drives them into 
the arms of the enemies of the 
workers, and they spend their lives 
attempting to block the growth of 
revolutionary struggles. Since these 
traitors know the literature and the 
tactics of the working class move- 
ment, they are far more dangerous 
mistakable hatred and mailed fist 
mistakeable hatred and mailed fist 
are out in the open. 

That is why it is so important to 
tip off their hypocritical masks and 
reveal the menace to genuine revo- 
lutionary action that they conceal 
béhind their false rhetoric and 
pseudo-radicalism. All of them pro- 
claim their undying love for the 
working class. Their common point 
of departure is the premise that it 
is “necessary and principled” to at- 
tack those nasty Communists. But 
their ultimate function is to serve 
4s the storm troopers of the 
counter-revolution.

* 


M. Raymond Postgate is an inter- 
esting specimen who illustrates 
the law of degeneracy. He was once 
a serious student, and in his early 
books like The Bolshevik Theory 
and Out Of The Past, he performed 
the useful task of conveying some 
conception to English and American 
audiences, of the forces that oper- 
ate in a revolution. Now as a 
deserter from Communism, he 
grinds out books that tell you what 
Marx really meant, and in this par- 
ticular volume he demonstrates in 
fifteen pages just how to make a 
revolution. Where once he dealt 
with facts and their elucidation, he 
now specializes in what Lenin called 
“renegade sophisms.” 

Like all renegades, he accepts 
everything that is “valid” about 
Marxism except its revolutionary 
content, its methods of struggle, and 
its way of training and preparing 
the masses to overthrow capitalism. 
His book fulfills one useful purpose. 
In the space of a short volume, he 
has managed to squeeze in nearly 
all of the nonsensical misinterpre- 
tation, malicious innuendo and 
falsehoods that has been directed 
against the teachings of Marx and 
Lenin and the world tactics of the 
Comitern. Unfortunately, while 
the book is thus a masterly collation 
of the crude distortions that he has 
gathered from the rubbish heap of 
history, this one positive feature 
makes it necessary to have a pretty 
strong stomach to finish the book. 

Postgate bases his suggested 
revolutionary action on the false 
premise that it is Communist ac- 
tivity that brings on fascism. It is 
not the policy of “gradualness in 
reverse” of the labor bureaucracy 
that helps pave the way to the 
terroristic dictatorship of fascism, 
but it is Communist agitation that 
disillusions the workers and imbues 
them with the belief that fascism is 
inevitable. 

This is the old canard that the 
efforts of the Communists to 
achieve the united front of all work- 
ers against the menace of war and 
fascism cannot do anything but 
hasten the development of reaction. 
But Postgate contradicts his own 
argument. For on the one hand, 
he claims that Communists believe 
that a fascist dictatorship is an in- 
evitable stage. On the other hand, 
he insists that their militant ac- 
tivity against fascist developments 


by hastens and brings on the open dic- 


tatorship of capital.

JT is significant that Postgate is 
very vague about every point ex- 
cépt the necessity of lining up an 
elite of petty officials. He urges that 
they operate on the cynical theory 
that the customer is always right. 
In other words, the “revolution” is 
e 
to every prejudice that can be cap- 


italized on. It is the usual fascist -- 
stunt of promising everything in 


order to deceive the masses and 
make them swallow the pseudo-so- 
cialist rhetoric of the fascists. 


Postgate comes out openly on this 
question. The elite are to win over 


the younger generation “who wish 


to do and to be told what to do, not 
to contemplate.” Not reason and 
facts, but blind obedience to the 
elite, this is the program that Post- 
gate wishes to substitute for the 
revolutionary tactics of the Com- 
munist International. It is not only 
embryonic fascism, but it plays into. 
the hands of the reactionary labor 
bureaucrats whom Postgate is sup- 
posedly undermining. 


He calls upon the minor officials 
of the trade unions and the Labor 
Party to lead the fight against fas- 
cism. But these elements, with no 
organization of. their. own, vacillat-. 
ing, confused, and at present the 
tools of their reactionary leadership, 
cannot be the vanguard of the reyo- 
lutionary struggle for the overe 
throw of capitalism. As Lenin 
pointed out time after time, and as 
the experience of the Russion Revo- 
lution proves, it is only the Commu- 
nist parties all over the world—the 
organized and disciplined vanguard 
of the working class that can lead 
the broadest; united front struggles 
against war and capitalism. For as 
in the struggle against the last im- 
perialist war, the present fight, 


against fascism must eventually-- 


drive towards a revolutionary Civil 
War under the leadership of the 
Communist Party that will destroy 
capitalism.

FWD ye Strike 


Victory 
E DAILY WORKER hails the sub- 
stantial victory won by the 25,000 mil- 
itant striking silk and rayon dyers. The 
dye workers won their strike because of 


their great solidarity, their militant 
methods of mass picketing, their refusal to accept 
compulsory arbitration by government boards and 
* the rank and file controlled the strike. 
Real gains were made in the settlement won dy 
the striking dyers. The strikers won increased 
wages to 66 cents per hour, a 36-hour week, union 
r and other worthwhile gains. They retam 
me right to strike against violation of the Griev- 
ance boards decisions. 
The sirikers took the right course on Nov. 
10, when they voted down an unsatisfactory agree- 
ment which their lawyer Joelson, and such union 
leaders as Ammirato tried to force them to ac- 
eept. 
It was not the Joelson’s who won the strike. 
u was the militant fight of the rank and file, who 
controlled the strike, and it was such rank and 
file leaders as Thomas Vigorito, chairman of the 
settlement committee, who refused to accept the 
Nov. 10 agreement who gained the victory. 

The strikers took the right path when at the be- 
ginning of the strike they refused the plea of the 
Textile Labor Relations Board and other Roosevelt 
“mediators,” that they “return to work. pending 
arbitration.” If the strikers had returned to work 
before their demands were settled, they would have 
lost all their demands. 

The strikers won for one reason, because nay 
told the national leaders of the U.T.W., Gorman and 
MacMahon, to keep their hands off the negotiations. 
The strikers knew that Gorman and MacMahon 
hed sold out the general textile strike, and they 
did not want similar betrayal in the dye strike. 

In spite of every maneuver of the bosses, the 
strikers stuck out solidly, with mass picketing, until 
they won a satisfactory settlement. The employers 
tried to get the veterans to act as guards to protect 
scabs, and the veterans refused. The mayor was 
unable to break ranks of the strikers with his 
“citizens committee” and his strikebreaking confer- 
ences. The service clubs did not get to first base 
with their scabbery. Threats by the employers to 
move out of town, and threats of the mayors to 
open the mills with scabs and police were of no 
avail before the mass picket lines of the strikers. 

When Ammirato raised the red scare and tried 
to split the militant rank and filers from the main 
body of strikers, this splitting red scare was de- 
cisively rejected by the strikers. The Nov. 10 “settle- 
ment” favored by Joelson and Ammirato, was re- 
jected by the strikers. The strikers refused to 
accept the “secret ballot” maneuvers of the em- 
ployers and some high union officiais. 


Of course, even a more complete victory could 
have been won if the national leaders of the U.T.W. 
and the A. F. of L. had thrown the support of the 
A. F. of L. behind the strike. William Green did 
not lift a finger to raise funds for the strike, to call 
union conferences in support of the strikers. Gor- 
man and MacMahon gave no financial support to 
the srike. They did not do anything to support the 
strikers. If they had, certainly a more complete 
victory could have been won. 

But the dye strikers themselves, supported by the 
rank and file of the labor movement, through their 
militant methods and their rank and file control of 
the strike, gained a notable victory. 

The task now is to strengthen the shop commit- 
tees, to strengthen the union in every shop, under 


rank and file control, so as to guarantee that the 


agreement will be carried out. 


the Daily Worker and the Communist Party, 
which raised the correct course to win, which sup- 
ported the strike from the beginning, and was active 
in the battle every day, hails the victory of the

strikers. 


We urge those militant strikers who now see that 
the course of militant class struggle and rank and 
file control is the road to victory, to join our ranks. 
A strong Communist Party among the dye workers 
will strengthen the union still further, and assure 
greater gains for the future.

Winter Relief and the Social 


Insurance Congress 


HILE Winter relief needs continue to 

rise throughout the country, Roosevelt 
and his aides drive ahead with all possible 
speed their campaign to slash relief to the 
bone, thrust the so-called unemployables 
upon private aid and the local welfare units, launch 
a far-reaching forced labor drive and fabulous 


“homestead” projects; while bearing down upon the 
living standards of the employed. 


The “unemployables” are fast being abandoned 
by Roosevelt. The minimum wage rates hitherto 
established on work relief have been renounced. 
Every past promise for a Federal system of unem- 
ployment insurance has been broken. Widespread 
Sales taxes cutting deeply into the bread and. but- 
ter incomes of the masses have been or are being 
instituted in all localities. 


Assurances of tapering off Federal relief expen- 
ditures, with no added taxes on the wealthy and 
the big corporations, “are very wholesome” and what 
“all business is waiting for,” Secretary of Commerce 
Roper hastened to assure Wall Street last week 
after a conference with Roosevelt. 

The Wall Street Journal, leading organ of finance 
capital, wasted no words in stating the meaning 
of Roper’s announcement. Thus it said: “Further 
indication that President Roosevelt is moving to 
rid himself of what is admittedly his biggest political 
problem were seen yesterday in Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper’s statement that relief should be turned 
over to state and local governments as soon as 
possible.” 


In the same paragraph it made mention of the 
Board of Aldermen’s approval of a 2 per cent sales 
tax on the masses in New York City—the bankers’ 
demand, which LaGuardia hastened to carry out for 
financial relief. 

„ „ * 
12 reports on the National Congress for 

Unemployment and Social Insurance, to be held 
in Washington on Jan. 5-7, which are printed on 
another page, show the sweep of the movement 
which is gathering behind the demand for adequate 
Federal unemployment insurance as embodied in 
the Workers’ Unemployment Insurance Bill. 

The preparations for the National Congress for 
Unemployment Insurance must be doubled in every 
locality so as to show the widest possible repre- 
sentation of the working population. Meanwhile, 
the Unemployment Councils and the Communist 
Party must take immediate steps to bring into ac- 
tion the broad masses who have shown their desire 
to struggle for their demands for real unemploy- 
ment insurance. Daily actions at the relief stations, 
city-wide mass meetings and symposiums must bring 
the Workers’ Bill to the entire working population. 
Direct appeals must be made to the Socialist Party 
locals for participation in the Congress. 

Side by side with this must go the widest pos- 
sible popularization and distribution of the Con- 
gress call and the magazine of the National Spon- 
soring Committee, The Unemployment Insurance 
Review.” 


Unemployment insurance is favored and de- 
manded by workers everywhere. The task of the 
Communists remains to also clarify this demand 
by setting forth to the workers everywhere the pro- 
visions of the Workers’ Bill: 


1—Insurance to all workers when unemployed;

Yugoslavia— Another Powder Keg

GAIN the attention of the world 

is focused on Yugoslavia. Sev- 
eral days ago the New York Times 
published the memorandum which 
Yugoslavia addressed to the League 
of Nations and in which she ac- 
cuses Hungary of being responsible 
for the assassination of King Alex- 
ander, the tyrant. Today we read 
that Yugoslavia, Austria and Hun- 


meant for Hungary. It is also re- 
ported that France has demanded 
of Mussolini that Hungary extra- 
dite the Croatian criminals Pave- 
lich and Kvaternik to France. This, 
however, Mussolini refused to do. 
The reason for this refusal is obvi- 
ous. To simply say that Hungary 
is responsible for having kept and 
these terrorists would not 
be all there is to know about this 
crime. The fact is that the assassi- 
nation of King Alexander is linked 
up with fascism in other countries, 
Fascist Italy, the Croatian, Mace- 
donian terrorists, Nazi Germany, 
Hungary, the fascist leagues of 
France, especially Croix de Feu, and 
Switzerland, were all guilty of com- 
plicity and directly responsible for
